Arm. tull of Stones, throwing at every ſmall Bud be faw; * but. ere 
long I met him at a Papiſi-houſe, where |. heard, him diſcourſe very gravely, learredly, and: diſcreetly, where 
I got not only an acquaintance with bim, but fatniliarity, infoinuch that ſeveral times in change of Habit he 
came to viſi® me, and ſeveral other young Scholars in Magdalcn-Colledg : Fut at lrgth being again ſuſpeded; 
and -like to be apprehended, he got privately away for Lavdor:; | brought him five Miles of his wif, and fo 
left hini to his deligns. In fix Months after, bulineſs called me to Loxdcy, where after a day- or two heard 
a Report of a famous Preacher amongſt the @xakers, near Charing-Croſs, and the ſame day met the ſame Gentle» 
man (then ſo much famed) going to ſpeak, 1n an old-faſhioned Fincked Fuſtian-Jerkin, and cloutcd ſhooes, and 
Breeches faced with leather, and a#Carters Whip in his hand, altogether diſguiſed from my knowledg of him, + 
but he knew me, and ſpake with me, and renewed our acquaintance. At preſent he went: about his intended 
work, and the next day came to my Quarters in a, neat.habit of a Loxdox-Miniſter, and carried me to his Lodg-
